Plan aims to fight crime 
at the grassroots level

Edmontonians can and will 
once again feel safe on city 
streets if they take control 
of their neighbourhoods 
and attack crime at the 
grassroots level, a group of 
community leaders say. 

The Edmonton Taskforce 
on Community Safety will 
appear before council 
Wednesday to deliver find¬ 
ings and recommendations 
on how to stop crime before 
it begins. 

“This is a way people can 
take their power back,” said 
taskforce co-chair Lindsay 
Kelly. 

The group was formed in 
September 2008 in re¬ 
sponse to ineffective solu¬ 
tions for quelling street 
crime, Kelly said, adding 
though funding was given 
to programs, little headway 
was made. 

One year later and results 
are in the Reach Report, 


which outlines nine recom¬ 
mendations in a 10-year 
plan to create a culture of 
community safety in a city 
with a dangerous stigma. In¬ 
tegral parts of the plan in¬ 
clude prevention, specifical¬ 
ly targeting children living 
high-risk lifestyles without 
proper parental support. 

“We need help now more 
than ever to get people to 
collaborate and work to¬ 
gether,” she said. “We’re 
seeing more children at 
younger ages turning to 
crime.” 

Among the recommenda¬ 
tions are plans to work with 
entire families and provide 
24-7 access to help for high- 
risk people. 

“We’re trying to get to 
crime before it starts and 
create a safer community in 
one generation, then you 
need to deal with children 
and families,” she said. “At 
the grassroots of neighbour¬ 
hoods, too, there’s great 
power once people become 
involved and see results.”

Bosco Homes 
strikes deal to 
remain open 

youth Bosco Homes 
announced yesterday that 
it won’t be closing all its 
doors. 

The organization 
reached an agreement with 
the Ministry of Children 
and Youth Services to con¬ 
tinue operating its group 
homes for troubled youth 
in Edmonton, Stony Plain, 
Parkland County, Innisfail 
and Ponolca. Bosco Homes’ 
special-needs schools in Ed¬ 
monton, Stony Plain and 
Parkland County will also 
remain open. 

According to a release, 
the Strathcona County 
Ranch and the Wetaslciwin 
group home will stay open 
until December or January, 
when all the kids there 
complete their treatment. 
Then both facilities will be 
shut down and “assessed 
for other service uses.” 

Just last week, Bosco 
Homes was preparing to 
close eight group facilities 
after claiming the govern¬ 
ment had stopped placing 
children in the homes. 

“We convinced (the gov¬ 
ernment),” said John Wat¬ 
son, president of Bosco 
Homes. “We locked them 
into discussion and we 
came to an agreement.” 

Watson said he’s “very 
happy” with the 
agreement, even though 
the two closures will 
result in 100 jobs being

Edmonton fire chief pays tribute to fallen heroes

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Days after fallen firefight¬ 
ers were remembered in 
Edmonton, the city’s fire 
chief headed to the na¬ 
tion’s capital to pay tribute 
to similar fallen heroes. 


“It’s important we reach 
out to those who have suf¬ 
fered losses and made the 
ultimate sacrifice,” fire 
Chief Ken Block told Metro 
yesterday. “Unfortunately, 
we’ve had two deaths in 
Edmonton so far this year.” 

Life-threatening hazards 
stretch beyond the scope 


of smoke and flames, 
Block said, adding both 
men died from job-related 
cancers. 

Toxic exposure from 
combustion-producers and 
hydrocarbons are directly 
related to eight cancers 
firefighters are prone to. 

Advancing technologies 


and evolving safety is chal¬ 
lenging but consistent, 
Block said. Raising aware¬ 
ness of toxins absorbed 
through the skin and de¬ 
contamination is para¬ 
mount for firefighters to 
ensure personal safety. 

“The industry is really 
trying to get ahead of the 


curve,” he added. “But the 
nature of the profession is 
that firefighters will be ex¬ 
posed to toxic smoke — 
there’s really no way 
around that.” 

Both cancer-stricken fall¬ 
en members will be hon¬ 
oured in next year’s cere¬ 
mony.

War correspondents cover¬ 
ing Canada's efforts in 
Afghanistan have many 
faithful followers, but 
none more faithful than 
their own government. 

Documents obtained by 
The Canadian Press detail 
how carefully reporters 
embedded with the mili- 
taiy at Kandahar Airfield 
are monitored by officers 
in the field. The reports are 
then circulated widely to 
officials back in Ottawa. 

The records, obtained 
under Access to Informa¬ 
tion legislation, show that 
what reporters are asking 
about, what they are writ¬ 
ing and what they have 
been told is the subject of 
regular briefing notes 
shared with eveiyone from 
officers in Kandahar to 
commanders in Ottawa to 
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civilian officials reporting 
to the prime minister. 

At least six agencies re¬ 
ceive the briefing notes, in¬ 
cluding the Ottawa head¬ 
quarters of the Afghan¬ 
istan task force. Public af¬ 
fairs officers in Kandahar 
and their civilian counter¬ 
parts are often the only 
ones embedded reporters 
can ask for interviews or 
information. The notes 
show some interviews are 
either approved or denied 
by the Privy Council Office.

Dozens dead after

almaty Fire roared through 
a drug treatment centre in 
Kazakhstan with a history 
of safety violations, killing 
37 people as patients tried 
to escape through barred 
windows, officials said.

'The man who fed 
the world' dead at 95

Borlaug died Saturday 
night at his home in Dallas 
from complications of can¬ 
cer, school spokeswoman 
Kathleen Phillips said. 
Phillips said Borlaug’s 
granddaughter told her 
about his death. Borlaug 
was a distinguished profes¬ 
sor at the university. 

The Nobel committee ho¬ 
noured Borlaug in 1970 for 
his contributions to high-

Obstructionists jam up new transit route 


In 2008, the Transporta¬ 
tion Department preferred 
routing the West LRT line 
along 87 Avenue and 
across the river to Health 
Sciences. The line, implic¬ 
itly, would have used high- 
floor cars and continued 
on to NAIT or Clareview. 

In 2009, the Transporta¬ 
tion Department now 
prefers turning up 156 
Street at Meadowlark to 
run down Stony Plain Road 
into downtown. The line, 
explicitly, is to use low- 
floor cars and continue to 
Mill Woods. 

Make no mistake, this 
was a political decision. Lit¬ 


tle has changed except the 
metrics for making the de¬ 
cision — produced, unsur¬ 
prisingly, by council. Politi¬ 
cal meddling in minutiae 
can be problematic, but a 
decision between two op¬ 
tions so completely differ¬ 
ent in approach can’t be 
made any other way. 

The 2008 route was 
faster to downtown and 
faster yet to the University 
of Alberta. 

By creating a river link 
to take a more direct path 
to downtown than any 
road, the 2008 route would 
have converted drivers 
through sheer speed. 

The 2009 route, by con¬ 
trast, serves more neigh¬ 
bourhoods with more sta¬ 
tions. 

It facilitates a transit- 
supportive, mixed-use, hu¬ 
man-scaled environment. 

By giving priority to 
transit, the 2009 route will 
convert drivers by provid¬ 


ing rapid transit access and 
urban amenities outside of 
downtown. 

The downsides follow 
from the upsides. The 2008 
route doesn’t connect as 
many places where mixed- 
use could succeed, while 
the 2009 route looks to be 
slower than existing serv¬ 
ice for many passengers 
between LRT stations west 
of Meadowlark and south 
of the river. 

Of course, some things 
never change. 

The 2008 route upset 
some residents of Laurier 
Heights and Parkview — 
home to Daryl Katz, 
among others. 

The 2009 route upsets 
the Glenwood community 
league, which has, ironical¬ 
ly enough, accused the city 
of bowing to community 
pressure. 

In addition to neighbour¬ 
hoods, the 2009 route pass¬ 
es through the commercial 


strip along Stony Plain 
Road. There’s some early 
indication of opposition 
from, of all people, a prop¬ 
erty management compa¬ 
ny president. Presumably 
he doesn’t know rail tran¬ 
sit lines increase property 
values or believe the city 
will relax zoning restric¬ 
tions. On the latter I’m 
concerned as well — if 
they don’t, this route will 
be a huge flop. 

It’s nice to hear that they 
want to reallocate existing 
street space rather than ex¬ 
propriate properties. It’s 
great that one of the major 
criteria for changing the 
routing was redevelop¬ 
ment potential. But in or¬ 
der to make this all work, 
the city will have to deal 
with the obstructionists.

Body Worlds exhibitions, 
visited by 27 million peo¬ 
ple across the world, have 
been criticized for present¬ 
ing entire corpses, stripped 
of skin to reveal the mus¬ 
cles and organs under¬ 
neath, in lifelike and often 
theatrical positions. 

The exhibit has already 
triggered an uproar with a 
new exhibit which shows 


just two copulating 

corpses. 

German politicians 

called the current “Cycle of 
Life” show charting con¬ 
ception to old age “revolt¬ 
ing” and “unacceptable” 
when it showed in Berlin 
earlier this year because it 
included copulating cadav¬ 
ers. 

Body Worlds has been 
well received in other ar¬ 
eas but Whalley said they 
would consider clothing 
body parts if requested to.

Water, water everywhere — or is it?

t’s 1 a.m. and I am 
awakened by the 
sound of a running toi¬ 
let. Laying there listen¬ 
ing to the water trickle 
endlessly, I remember that 
the baby’s diapers need to 
go in for another wash cy¬ 
cle. Then I try to remem¬ 
ber if I paid the unusually 
large water bill from fill¬ 
ing the pool this summer. 
And there’s something 
else nagging at the back of 
my mind — oh, yeah, 


we’re supposed to write 
about water conservation. 

Canada is a fairly wet 
country. Lakes, reservoirs, 
and streams cover about 
seven per cent of our total 
land surface area. Most 
Canadians live near a body 
of water — in fact, most 
live near the shores of the 
Great Lakes and St. 
Lawrence River. Standing 
on the shore of Lake On¬ 
tario it is hard to imagine 
water as a finite resource. 
When we turn on the tap, 
water comes out. What’s 
the problem? 

At home, the greatest 
challenge is providing ac¬ 
cess to clean and safe 
drinking water. The needs 
of people for drinking wa¬ 
ter compete most strongly 
with the needs of agricul¬ 
ture for irrigation, and to a 
lesser extent, the needs of 


industry. In fact, around 
the world, 70 per cent of 
water extracted for all uses 
goes to agriculture. When 
the water is returned 
through drainage to 
streams or seepage to 
aquifers, it is often pollut¬ 
ed. The pool of freshwater 
that can safely be con- 



W 


sumed is shrinking while 
the population’s need for 
water is growing. 

So, what do we do? In 
wealthy countries, we 
have two options: Treat 
water, removing these pol¬ 
lutants, or abandon our 
polluted freshwater 

sources and turn to the 
sea. Water treatment is an 
energy-intensive enter¬ 
prise, desalination even 
more so. So, treating and 
conserving our freshwater 
it is. Energy conservation 
has reached our collective 
consciousness, but we fail 
to make the connection 
between water conserva¬ 
tion and energy conserva¬ 
tion. We will only appreci¬ 
ate the importance of con¬ 
serving water when we un¬ 
derstand where our water 
comes from and what the 
economic and environ-

mental costs are. 

Beyond our borders, ac¬ 
cess to safe drinking water 
cannot be taken for grant¬ 
ed. Lack of infrastructure 
and high energy costs may 
discourage the treatment 
of drinking water. The 
most recent United Na¬ 
tions World Water Report 
finds that “physical and eco¬ 
nomic water scarcity and 
limited or reduced access 
to water are major chal¬ 
lenges facing society and 
are key factors limiting 
economic development in 
many countries.” The re¬ 
port also finds that we are 
not on track to meet the 


U.N.’s goal of improved 
sanitation for most of the 
world’s population. These 
two factors set the stage 
for a global water crisis. 

Economic development 
and epidemic prevention 
in the world’s poorest 
countries, then, requires 
improved sanitation cou¬ 
pled with conservation 
practices. Where do we fit 
in? Obviously, we can pro¬ 
vide aid such as capital for 
infrastructure projects. We 
can also play a role as con¬ 
sumers. We need to edu¬ 
cate ourselves and avoid 
imported food products 
that are water resource in¬ 
tensive — that includes 
bottled water. And I need 
to fix my toilet.

dent of the Maldives said he 
plans a $3-a-day green tax 
for all tourists at its popular 
island resorts to help pay 
for the country’s fight 
against climate change. 

President Mohammed 
Nasheed announced the 
plan amid fears that with¬ 
in a century, rising ocean 
levels could swamp this In¬ 
dian Ocean archipelago. Its 
islands average 2.13 me¬ 
tres above sea level, mak¬ 
ing the Maldives the low¬ 
est-lying nation on Earth. 

He also announced plans 
for a fund to buy a new 
homeland if the 1,192 low- 
lying coral islands are sub¬ 
merged. He also has prom¬ 
ised to make the Maldives 


the world’s first carbon- 
neutral nation within a 
decade. 

“But the core point is, 
there’s hope. It’s not 
doomed,” he said. “We can 
reverse the situation.” 

The country’s financial 
constraints have kept the 
government from moving 
forward with its plan to be¬ 
come carbon neutral, as it 
awaits foreign investors 
willing to pay for green de¬ 
velopment projects. 

The $3-a-day green tax 
for tourists will be intro¬ 
duced in an effort to make 
some progress on funding, 
Nasheed said. The coun¬ 
try’s tourism ministry says 
683,012 tourists visited in

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Bankruptcies fall 5.4% from June 


The number of bankrupt¬ 
cies in Canada rose by 
more than a third in July 
compared with the year 
earlier, the latest figures 
show. But the number fell 
slightly from June. 


Some observers say the 
data from the Office of the 
Superintendent of Bank¬ 
ruptcy, released yesterday, 
show that the tide of insol¬ 
vency swamping Canadian 
households is easing, a sign 


that the worst of the reces¬ 
sion may have passed. 

Others said the slowdown 
was typical of midsummer. 

There were 10,726 per¬ 
sonal and business bank¬ 
ruptcy filings in July, up 


from 7,908 a year ago, the 
report showed. That’s an in¬ 
crease of nearly 36 per cent. 

Bankruptcy filings were 
down 5.4 per cent in July 
from 11,338 in the previous 
month. The overwhelming 


majority of filings were by 
consumers. In July, 10,294 
consumers went bankrupt, 
up 38.1 per cent from a year 
earlier, but down 4.9 per cent 
from the previous month.

U.S. firm acquires Canadian 
bomb disposal tech company 


takeover Allen Vanguard, a 
financially troubled Ot¬ 
tawa-based maker of bomb 
disposal technology, has 
been acquired by a U.S. pri¬ 
vate equity firm in a week¬ 
end deal that also recapital¬ 
izes the company and 
keeps it operating, but 
wipes out the value held by 
current shareholders. 

Alien-Vanguard announ¬ 
ced Saturday it had reached 
a deal that will see it be¬ 
come a 100 per cent-owned 
affiliate of investment part¬ 
nerships managed by Versa 
Capital Management Inc., a 


Philadelphia-based private 
equity investment firm. 

Versa will provide both 
equity and debt capital to 
Alien-Vanguard, which has 
been struggling to recapital¬ 
ize as it copes with a mas¬ 
sive debt load and looming 
credit payments. 

In the transaction, the Ot¬ 
tawa company’s banks will 
also cut some of the debt 
they’re owed and provide a 
new multi-year credit agree¬ 
ment that will give the com¬ 
pany financial flexibility to 
pursue its business plan.

Move raises questions 
for men's national team 


-riday marked a spe- 

_cial day for Canadian 

fans of the beautiful 
game. 

Our countiy’s best player 
— arguably the most tal¬ 
ented in North America at 
present — decided to re¬ 
turn home in the prime of 
his career to play club soc¬ 
cer. 

In any other countiy, 
such a move would have 
been heralded as a re¬ 
sounding success. So, why 
has there been so much 
grumbling about Toronto 
FC’s signing of defensive- 
midfielder Julian de Guz¬ 
man? 

The consensus among 
those who don’t wear the 
TFC strip religiously is that 
the quality of the Canadian 
national team will dimin¬ 
ish if our top-flight players 
begin to regularly seek out 
MLS with its larger pay- 
cheques and lower level of 
play. 

Top-level talent needs to 
play top-level competition 
to maintain its edge and, in 
the absence of it, quality 
players will rest on their 
laurels, content to ride out 
their careers and collect 
their dollars. 

It’s an argument without 
much cause. American fans 
made a similar case in the 
late 1990’s as MLS came on 
the scene. If American play¬ 
ers, the argument went, 
were given a domestic op¬ 


tion, they would never 
strive for more and the 
quality of play would drop 
off. Ultimately MLS has had 
the opposite effect. Ameri¬ 
can players still seek to 
play overseas, but those 
who play domestically 
make up a third of the U.S. 
national squad. The U.S. 
hasn’t missed a World Cup 
since 1990. 

There is another issue 
that has some concerned: 
The belief that TFC doesn’t 
have the best interests of 
Canadian soccer at heart. 
At this year’s Gold Cup, 
Canadian players Dwayne 
DeRosario, Adrian Serioux 
and Jim Brennan all opted 
to stay home with the club. 

In a year in which the 
Gold Cup didn’t really mat¬ 
ter (qualification for the 
Confederations Cup was 
not at stake) it’s certainly 
acceptable for players to 
make that choice. 

But what are troubling 
are the suggestions, made 
to me by more than one 
agent, that two of those 
players received a bonus 
from TFC for having stayed 
with the team. 

If true, it sets a danger¬ 
ous precedent. With Van¬ 
couver joining MLS in 2011 
and Montreal likely not far 
behind, the success of our 
national team will be 
linked more than ever to 
domestic clubs. If teams 
put their own petty inter¬ 
ests ahead of the national 
game, it will undermine all 
that is being done to grow 
soccer here — and that in¬ 
cludes bringing players like 
Julian de Guzman home.

Green Garage founder can make your roof a living plant oasis 


* olin Viebroclc’s 
garage is very 
cool. It’s custom 
made with styl- 
' ish wooden slats 
on its exterior walls and a 
workshop inside. Plus it 
has a garden on the roof. 

The pretty mixture of 
sedum, lavender, chives 
and other low plants low¬ 
ers the surrounding air 
temperature — very cool 
— in summer, and helps 
insulate the garage in 
winter. 

Viebroclc, 38, had no in¬ 
tention of being on the 
cutting edge of green in¬ 
novation when he sold his 
share of a downtown 
Toronto Internet compa¬ 
ny back in 2005. “I decid¬ 
ed I wanted to build some¬ 
thing real as opposed to 
things that weren’t really 


real.” 

He didn’t know what 
that was, but he’d always 
loved architecture and de¬ 
sign and knew the design 
program AutoCAD. His 
garage was about to fall 
down and he called 
around trying to find 
someone to help him put 
a green roof on it. No one 
would work in such a 
small space. 

So he spent the summer 
of 2006 rebuilding the 
garage and equipping it 
with a roof garden — the 
roof tilts slightly so he 
can see the greenery from 
the third floor of his 
house. 

The blog he wrote about 
the project garnered in¬ 
terest. So that winter he 
took some home renova¬ 
tion courses at nearby 
George Brown College 
and then launched Green 
Garage and began in¬ 
stalling green roofs on 
everything from sheds to 
houses. 

For existing buildings, 
Viebroclc starts by having 
an engineer assess the 
structure to see if it can 
withstand a minimum of

three inches of soil. 
(When Viebrock designs 
the building, he makes it 
tough enough to take six 
inches.) 

Viebrock then builds up 
the garden in layers, in¬ 
cluding a waterproof 
membrane, small rocks or 


gravel (for drainage) and 
an irrigation drip line. 

Then comes a special 
lightweight soil that’s a 
mix of compost and 
crushed stones and brick, 
which he carried up on 
the roof by hand using a 
ladder.

Finally, Viebrock puts in 
the plants — he’s always 
experimenting to find a 
bigger variety that will 
grow on roofs. 

He returns for a few vis¬ 
its after an install to 
check on the roof and do 
some weeding. Within 
about two years, garden 
fully fills in and needs lit¬ 
tle maintenance. 

For small jobs, Viebrock 
will work alone using a 


rented van, but he’ll hire 
a team for larger projects. 

He can build a roof gar¬ 
den almost any time of 
year, but the final plant¬ 
ing happens in just the 
fall and spring. 

In the winter, Viebrock 
keeps busy doing interior 
designs and renovations.

As spouses lose jobs and 
the pressure mounts to 
bring in money, the reces¬ 
sion is forcing some stay- 
at-home parents back into 
the workforce sooner than 
expected. 

“They’re dealing with 
the fact that their educa¬ 
tion is now old, their skill 
set is often not up to par, 
particularly as to do with 
computers,” says Anne 
Brunelle, an employment 
counsellor at Times 
Change Women’s Employ¬ 
ment Service, a not-for- 
profit organization based 
in Toronto. “It’s a matter of 
figuring out what skill set 
they have been working on 
as stay-at-home moms that 
they can transfer into the 
workforce.” 

Jumping back into work 
after a decade or more can 
be scaiy. “They (may have 
been) expecting eventually 
to go back, but they 
thought they could take a 


bit of time. Then their 
spouse loses a well-paying 
job and they both end up 
looking for survival jobs so 
they can keep the house 
and keep the kids fed,” 
Brunelle says. 

Many stay-at-home par¬ 
ents have been involved in 
volunteer work through 
sports their kids are in¬ 
volved in, or may have writ¬ 
ten newsletters for the 
school or helped with 
fundraising. These are 
“transferable skills” that 
can spruce up a dusty re¬ 
sume. 

“We have a career-plan¬ 
ning workshop ... where 
women tell the stories of 
tasks they’ve done and 
then the rest of the group 
tells them what they saw as 
skills and accomplish¬ 
ments,” she says. 

“For women who are des¬ 
perate in the short term, 
we figure out what they can 
do that is not so skilled. 
How can they sell them¬ 
selves as someone who 
works at a groceiy store, 
even though that wasn’t 


what they had done before 
and they may be well overe¬ 
ducated for it?” she says, “ft 
can veiy difficult to say, 
‘I’ve was a librarian and 
have my master in libraiy 
sciences, but they no longer 
recognize what I’ve got. I 
have to do something; do I 
end up working in a book 
store where I used to run a 
library?’” 

Once the basic fiscal 
emergency has passed, par¬ 
ents can use courses at col¬ 
leges or public libraries to 
update their computer 
skills. Many clients 
Brunelle sees don’t have 
email accounts; Get one, or 
you’ll look outdated. 

“The Faceboolc account 
you share with the kids 
isn’t enough,” she says. 
Then, look at furthering ed¬ 
ucation. “While employers 
may not recognize a 15- or 
20-year-old education, edu¬ 
cation institutes sometimes 
will.” 

That can slingshot you 
back into a career path that 
is satisfying — and pays the 
bills.

In medium-size pot, 
whisk together 1/2 cup 
(125 ml) coffee cream, 2 
tbsp (25 ml) all-purpose 
flour, 1/2 tsp (2 ml) dry 
mustard and 1/8 tsp (0.5 
ml) each salt and black 
pepper. Whisk in 1/2 cup 
(125 ml) chicken broth. 
Cook over moderate heat, 
whisking constantly, 7 
minutes or until mixture 
is thickened and bubbly. 
Stir in 2 chopped hard- 
boiled eggs and 1 tbsp (15 
ml) minced parsley; heat 
through.
